1948), the Corpcration hereby makes, with the previous 
sanction of the Central Government, the following further 
amendments to the Damodar Valley Corporation Service 
Regulations published with the notification of the Damodar 
Valley Corporation No. 5 dated the 28th January 1957, 
namely: — 

In the said regulations — 

(i) after regulation 11, the following regulation shall be 
inserted, namely: — 

"IDA. The authority competent to make the appoint- 
ment to the service of the Corporation shall satisfy 
itself about the identity and suitability of the 
candidate, in all respects, before actual appoint- 
ment is made and the decision of such authority 
in this regard shall be final/ 1 

(ii) After Regulation 20, the following regulation shall 
be inserted, namely: — 

“20A(l)(a) No person who has more than one wife 
living or who having a spouse living marries in 
any case in which such marriage is void by reason 
cf its taking place during the life time of such 
spouse, shall be eligible for appointment to the 
service of the Corporation, ana, 

(b) no woman whose marriage is void by reason of the 
husband having a wife living at the time of such 
marriage or who has married a person who has a 
wife living at the time of such marriage shall be 
eligible for appointment to the service of the 
Corporation. 

Provided that the Corporation may, if satisfied that 
there are special grounds for doing so, exempt 
any person from the operation of this sub- 
regulation. 

(2) Every person recruited to the service of the Corpora- 
tion if he has not been exempted under the power to sub- 
regulation (1) shall make a declaration in such form as 
mav be prescribed by Corporation that he is not disqualified 
under that sub-regulation to hold the appointment and in 
the event of the declaration being found to be incorrect, 
after his appointment he shall be liable to be dismissed 
from service”.
